President Goes to Friends’ 
Meeting House; Takes Auto 
Ride After Dinner.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—Easter 
Sunday here, in the churches, at 
the White House and along the 
avenues thronged with promenad- 
ers, Was comparatively quiet.

A sad touch was given to the 
President’s Easter by the death of 
Ambassador Myron T. Herrick. He

Cleveland. 

Official Washington largely fol- 
lowed the lead of. Mr. and Mrs. 
Hoover in the Easter observance. 
The Cabinet members and their 
wives spent the day much as did 
the chief executive, church attend- 
ance in the morning and for the 
remainder, a day of rest.. Not one 
of the Cabinet members’ wives had 
provided herself with a new Easter 
frock. ' 

An Easter breakfast at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Edward B. Mc-

Fewer Jobs in Prospect. 


“In 1927, the best year the rail- 
road ever had,” Shea continued, 
“the number of operating employes 
on the roads of this country num- 
bered less than 1,700,000, while in 
1920, the previous peak year of 
history, more than 2,000,000 men 
were required. Plans under con- 
templation for the combining of 
1700 railroads under the control 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission into 18 or 20 big systems, 
mean that this brotherhood alone 
will have at least 20,000 more men 
out of jobs. 

“Neither the ratiroad  tlabor 
prevent the railroad men of this 
country from walking out on 
strike to get justice. The act is 
a good thing and will vrevent trou- 
ble, but when the railroads refuse 
to participate in the proceedings 
before the regional boards, other 
methods of settling disputes will 
have to be put into effect.” 


Wants Wages Maintained. 


The trainmen were addressed by 
their president, Alexander § F, 
Whitney of Cleveland, who said: 

“I do not believe that the in- 
ventor of laborsavinb machinery 
should reap all the returns from 
his invention but only a share, so 
that the employer and employe, 
especially the latter, who has been 
hardest hit, may share in the in- 
creased production through higher 
wages and shorter working hours, 

“No nation can continue great,” 
he concluded, “unless it corrects 
its socia] evils, and unemployment 
is one of the greatest of these 
evil.s”’ 

A series of regional meetings in 
New England and all other parts 
of the country were planned by 
both organizations as part of their 
campaign. Whitney said his union 
would call upon employers’ to 
maintain the present basic wage 
in granting the six-hour day.

The law fs 
ai ideal weapon in the hands of a corrupt: 
administration which could use it effectually 
t- prevent criticism of itself. 

Representative C. A. Peterson of Duluth 
said those desiring to repeal the law were 
suffering fror: hallucinations, The law does 
not threaten the liberty of the press, he in- 
sisted. The repeal, he thought. would oe 
welcomed by “the army of persons waiting 
to bégin publication of scandal sheets.”

The defeat of the repeal bill is a disgrace 
to the State of Minnesota.

Mr. Peterson forces the 
conclusion that Minnesota is unique for the 
irresponsibility of its editors, for the appe- 
tite of the citizens for scandal, or for the 
amount of truth which ought te be made 
public but is now suppressed by fear of the 
gag law. Possibly, we may conclude, Min. 
nesota is unique for all these reasons to- 
gether.

bag of a dark color for fear 
that the next purchase would like 
wise rub off on delicate gloves. Or 
that the bag would take on a dingy 
cast while fairly new. 

From the standpoint of preserv- 
ing their fresh appearance there is 
a tale to be told in the economy of 
such bags. | 

Many purses of suede with a sale 
price ranging between $5 and five 
times that sum are of the same 
calfskin as shoes and should there- 
fore receive the cleaning treatment 
for suede shoes given in an earlier 


article, care being taken, of course, 
not to apply the liquid cleaner too 
heavily lest it seep through the 
leather and stain the lining. 

Apart from this type there are 
cheaper suedes as well as more ex- 
pensive ones. The former are like 
as not to be made of sheepskin, 
the latter of kid or lambskin, often 
referred to as antelope. 

Both probably were dyed origin- 
ally with earth pigments, pigment 
colors not being as freely absorbed 
by leather fibers as are aniline 
dyes, which fact is the reason why 
the color of these bags has a ten- 
dency to rub off. 

Costly bags made of suede Peér- 
sian lamb and the finest grades of 
kid suede make their -appeal 
through a silken texture and a 
deep lustrous color especially in 
black or brown. 

Let us consider the popular 
$2.95 suedish bags—those of 
sheepskin whose nap is spongier 
and not so fine and even as that of 
ealf. The cleaning treatment for 
calfskin suede may be employed 
for the sheepskin bag, the aniline 
dve in the liquid cleaner helping 
to cover service blemishes.
